Testimony before the House Committee on Ways and Means 
on the US-Korea Free Trade Agreement

Chairman Camp, Ranking Member Levin, Chairman Brady, Ranking Member McDermott 
and members of the Committee, thank you for the Invitation to share perspective ot 
Ford Motor Company on trade liberalization. Ford Motor Company has supported every 
Se traSe agreemenl negotiated by the United States fZTnt^e slTeSno 
began in the mid-1960s, including the three agreements the Committee 'sowing 
ioday During today's testimony I would like to specifically discuss Ford Motor 
Company's views on the revised 2010 US-Korea Free Trade Agreement. 

As manv of vou may be aware, we at Ford have worked diligently over the past three 
yea^toreach a po?n! where we could confidently say the US-Kore, , FTA J .help open, 
what has been to date, the most closed automotive market in the world. As such I am 
pleased to say, on behalf of Ford Motor Company, that we strongly encourage The 
Congress to approve this agreement. Under its authorities the US auto industry w * 
Sve'fargreate'ropportunity to expand the export and sale of American-made vehicies in 
Korea.

J^^JJJ* 
it is our confirmed belief that the very best business conditions exist when trade barriers 
and tariffs are removed - allowing for the free flow of goods and services. I hese 
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conditions permit the development of a healthy and efficient business, and they are 
proven to produce a customer base that is gainfully employed, upwardly mobile and 
able to make informed choices about purchases such as what vehicle they will drive. 

It is a little known fact that the U.S. automotive industry is the leading sector of American 
exports Over the past five years the export of automobiles and auto parts constituted 
nearly 9 percent of total merchandise exports. In 2009, Ford Motor Company alone 
produced over 270,000 vehicles in the U.S. for export markets around the globe. 

Because of the importance of trade in our current and future growth, Ford could not 
support the US-Korea FTA as originally negotiated In 2007. That agreement essentially 
locked out American-made vehicles from South Korea. However, the revised US-Korea 
Free Trade Agreement that will soon come before the Congress provides greater clarity 
and transparency by affirmatively addressing the issues surrounding non-tariff and tariff 
barriers. 

Specifically, improvements have been made in key provisions impacting car and truck 
tariff phase outs, automotive safety and environmental standards, taxes, transparency, 
and the inclusion of a special motor vehicle safeguard and enforcement mechanism. 

o Delivers significant improvements in passenger car tariff phase outs keeping the 
2.5 percent U.S. tariff in place until the fifth year. At the same time, Korea will 
immediately cut its tariff on U.S. auto imports in half (from 8 percent to 4 
percent), and fully eliminate that tariff in the fifth year. 

o Allows the United States to maintain its 25 percent truck tariff until the eighth year 
and then phase it out by the tenth year while Korea eliminates Its 10 percent tariff 
on U S trucks immediately. Additionally, Korea will immediately reduce its 
electric car tariffs from 8 percent to 4 percent, and both countries will then phase 
out their tariffs by the fifth year. 

o Moves to address automotive safety standards that have historically acted as a 
non-tariff barrier to U.S. auto exports. It allows for 25,000 cars per U.S. 
automaker to be imported into Korea provided they meet U.S. federal safety 
standards, which are among the most stringent in the world. 

o Provides increased flexibility and avoids unfair burdens for low volume vehicle 
importers in meeting environmental standards while maintaining high standards 
for environmental protection. All U.S. autos will be considered compliant with new 
Korean environmental standards on fuel economy and greenhouse gas 
emissions, developed since the 2007 agreement, if they achieve 1 19 percent of 
the targets in these regulations. This provision helps American automakers sell 
their cars affordably in Korea without undermining Korea's environmental 
objectives. 

o Makes great strides in improving transparency in the areas of automotive 
regulations and taxes and includes a special safeguard for motor vehicles to 
ensure that the American auto industry does not suffer from any harmful surges 
in Korean auto imports due to this trade agreement. 

o Includes increased efforts around enforcement. 

Mr Chairman, we would again like to thank you and Ranking Member Levin, 
Ambassador Kirk and his team at USTR, and the Obama Administration for your 
unwavering support of the American auto industry and your commitment to ensuring the 
revised US-Korea FTA addressed the needs of our industry and its employees. We 
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would also like to thank Bob King President ^^^S^^^^^ 
Han Duk-sTo for Ms tireless efforts in support of forging this improved agreement.

The U.S.-Korea FTA would likely result in increased U.S. seafood exports to Korea, 
although any positive impact on the U.S. industry as a whole would likely be small because 
of the limited size of the Korean import market relative to total U.S. seafood exports 
Although a relatively high U.S. tariff on oil-packed tuna would be eliminated and a U.b. 
TOQ on water packed tuna would be phased out, the FTA would likely result m only z i small 
increase in U.S seafood imports from Korea, given the low average tariffs currently applied 
to U.S. seafood imports. 

The United States is a large producer, exporter, and importer of sea food U.S P oi ™*™' ° f 
seafood reached an estimated $6.4 billion in 2005, down slightly from $6.6 billion the year 
before. The United States is the world's sixth largest producer of fish the world » second 
largest importer, and the fourth largest exporter of seafood.^aln 2006, Korea was the United 
States' third leading export market and twenty-seventh leading import source for seafood. 
Although an important global producer, exporter, and importer of seafood, ^™ 
industry is substantially smaller than the U.S. industry. Korea is the world s fifteenth largest 
producer and the seventeenth largest exporter of fish and seafoods The United States was 
Korea's third leading export market and fifth leading import source. 

The vast majority of Korean seafood imports are dutiable at either 10 percent or 20 percent. 
There are a few exceptions, with duties ranging from 5 percent to 63 percent. No imported 
seafood is duty-free. Popular seafood products in Korea, such as salmon (frozen fillets as 
well as roe), herring, and shellfish, are largely imported, but are subject to high tariff rates 
and (in the cases of flatfish, Alaska pollock, and croaker) TRQs. In addition, seafood imports

are subject to the same food safety and health regulations applicable to imports of other types 
of food. 

Most Korean tariffs on seafood imports from the United States (including products 
representing an estimated 95 percent of Korean imports from the United States in 2006) 
would be staged down to zero in equal annual increments over either 3 years or 10 years. 
Tariffs on some items would be eliminated immediately, and those on a few products would 
be eliminated over 5 years. The TRQs on flatfish and croaker are to be eliminated in 12 equal 
stages over 12 years; theTRQ on Alaska pollock is to be eliminated in 15 equal stages over 
15 years. 

Elimination of Korean duties on imports from the United States could provide export 
opportunities for a variety of frozen fish fillets (e.g., salmon, Pacific cod, halibut), fish roes, 
and shellfish products such as a number of Pacific crab species. Elimination of the TRQ on 
croaker is not likely to boost significantly U.S. exports, as U.S. croaker production is limited.

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The Commission's economy-wide analysis of the long-term effects of tariff and IRQ 
liberalization estimates that the FTA could result in an increase in U.S. seafood (economyw.de 
model "fishing" sector) exports to Korea of $5-20 million (22-83 percent). 258 Such 
exports are likely to be value-added products such as roe and frozen fillets, as well as highvalue 
unprocessed products such as king or Dungeness crab.

Views of Interested Parties 

Bumble Bee Foods,*® a U.S. producer of canned tuna, among other foods, stated in a written 
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submission to the Commission that it opposes any reductions in U.S. tariffs on tuna from 
Korea It reported that it supports the current U.S. duty structure for canned tuna (consisting 
of an ad valorem tariff for tuna packed in oil and a tariff-rate quota for tuna packed m water). 
It noted that a rise in low-cost imports has led to the decline of the U.S. tuna processing 
industry (since 1979 at least ten canneries have closed, with a loss of 20,000 jobs). It stated 
that, compared with hourly labor rates of $1 1.50 and $7.50 in California and Puerto Rico, 
respectively, it cannot compete with foreign labor rates as low as $1 .75 per hour. Korea, 
according to Bumble Bee, has tuna canning operations and could easily divert additional 
shipments to the U.S. market should the proposed U.S.-Korea FT A lead to the elimination 
of the U.S. tariffs on canned tuna from Korea. Bumble Bee adds that any terms regarding 
canned tuna in the proposed agreement should include similar rules of origin as in the 
Andean Trade Preference Act, where tariff preferences were given only for tuna harvested 
by Andean- and/or U.S. -flag harvesting vessels (thereby offering increased market 
opportunities for the U.S. tuna fleet, now that most U.S. canneries have closed).264
